Targets Of Enemy 


Robert G. Lee, Technical 
Sergeant, who has been in 
service in England for the 
past two years, arrived last 
week for a well deserved 
furlough visit with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Leslie 
Lee, and other relatives. 

Sergeant Lee has been 
with the U.S. Righth Army, 
based in England, and has 
seen much active service 
during the past several 
months.

Cotton Loan Rate 
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Has Been Announced 
For Coffee Farmers 


Cotton loan rate to Coffee 
County farmers this year 
will be 20.28 cents a pound 
for 15-16 inch middling cot- 
ton, net weight, according 
tc information received by 
Hugh D. Sexton, county 
agent, from the War Food 
Administration. 

Loans will be made di- 
rectly by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation or thru 
lending agencies, principal- 
ly banks, approved by the 
Corporation. Requests for 
approval as lending agen- 
cies should be directed to 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, Regional Office, New 
Orleans, La. 

Authority has been grant- 
ed state and county AAA 
committees to designate per- 
sons to assist producers in 
preparing and executing 
loan papers. Bona fide em- 
ployees of Production Cred- 
it Associations charged by 
the Farm Credit Corpora- 
tion, banks approved by the 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, as iending agencies, 
warehouses approved for the 
storage of loan cotton, and 
county AAA officers are be- 
ing designated as clerks. In 
addition, employees of other 
groups, such as cotton fac- 
tors, ginners, cotton buyers, 
or others who have adequate 
facilities to perform the ser- 
vices required of a _ clerk, 
may be approved upon the 
recommendation of the coun- 
ty AAA committee to the 
state AAA committee. 

Cotton producers’ notes 
will bear interest at the rate 
of 3 per cent per annum and 
will mature July 31, 1944, 
but will be callable on de- 
mand. Loans will be avail- 
able until May 1, 1944. 

Loans will be made only 
on cotton represented by 
warehouse receipts issued 
by warehouses approved by 
Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration. Cotton to be eligible 
for the loan must be classed 
by a Board of Cotton Exam- 
iners of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Mr. Sexton says it will 
pay farmers to pick, handle 
and gin their cotton so that 
it will grade middling 15-16 
inch or better if possible. 
For example, the difference 
in dollar value between 
middling 15-16 inch and 
strict middling 15-16 inch is 
$6.00 a bale. If reduced toa 
low middling, the loss 
would be $11.50 per bale.

Survey Last Last Week 
Shows Coffee Has 
Yery Few Caterpillars 


Paul H. DeBach, ento- 
mologist from the Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quar- 
antine, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, was in Coffee 
County August 20 and 21, 
making a survey of peanut 
nelds to determine whether 
ov not there are enough vel- 
vet bean caterpillars pres- 
ent to defoliate the crop. 

Dr. DeBach included Cof- 
fee, Houston and Geneva 
Counties in his survey, His 
report on the trip showed 
that Coffee had fewer of the 
insects than the other two 
counties and that larvae and 
adults of the pest were rare 
in all three. 

Three small areas were 
found showing a slight 
amount of damage; near 
Kinston and Fairview in 
Coffee; Ashford in Houston; 
Thurston, Hartford and Slo- 
comb in Geneva. Inspection 
showed that peanuts, velvet 
beans and kudzu were about 
equally infested. 


Dr. DeBach stated that 
while there is a_ potential 


menace, he feels that unless 
the increase should be very 
rapid because of favorable 
environment conditions, the 
damage to crops this season 
will be negligible.

ISRAEL’S SIN AND 
RESTORATION 

LESSON TEXT--Exodus 82:7-10; 34:4 
9, 27, 28, 

GOLDEN TEXT—The Lord ts long-suf- 


fering, and of great mercy, forgiving 
iniquity and transgression,—Numberas 
14; 18. 


God {a righteous, and cannot look 
with approval or {n forgiveness upon 
sin until His mercy has been stirred 
and set free to act by repentance. 
Then He whose wrath is hotly kin- 
dled against man’s transgression 
shows Himself as the tender and 
gracious God, “keeping loving-kind- 
ness for thousands, forgiving iniqui- 
ty and transgression and sin," 

This grace of God is fully re- 
vealed in Christ and the redemption 
which He brought to man, but is 
prefigured in the experiences of 
Israel under the law. 

I, God's Wrath Kindled 
32:7-10). 

There are those who would have 
us think of God as a benevolent old 
gentleman who is easily hoodwinked 
by clever sinners who can talk fast 
to cover their iniquity. Even if He 
does see it, He is supposed to be so 
tenderhearted that He overlooks 
their sin, 

Such folk had better read these 
words, ‘That my wrath may wax 
hot." The wrath of God is a real 
and awful affection of the divine na- 
ture and it is revealed against man 
who sins against His holy law. 

The special sin of Israel on this 
occasion was idolatry, which is the 
setting up of some material symbol 
to represent the invisible God, 
Moses had been with God in the 
mount for 40 days. He had been 
the Lord's representative in their 
midst, His presence had evidently 
been the chief stabilizing influence. 

Having their eyes set on a man, 
or a material object to take His 
place, they had lost sight of the in- 
visible God. So they proceeded to 
establish this idol which would pro- 
vide a center of worship. At first it 
was evidently intended to remind 
them of God, but soon it led them 
out into heathen revelry (Exod. 32: 
6, 17, 18). 

Whatever a man puts between 
himself and God, even though he 
may at first intend it to be but a 
reminder of God, will lead him away 
from God. Ritual, symbols, theol- 
ogy, scholarship, all good in their 
places, may become the idols which 
separate present-day man from 
God. 

Ii. God’s Mercy Invited (Exod. 
34:4-9), 

Aaron had only a weak ‘‘alibi'’ to 
offer. The golden calf had prac- 
tically made itself (see Exod, 32: 
24). How quick man is to justify 
himself instead of admitting his 
guilt. No doubt our excuses sound 
just as silly as Aaron's in the ears 
of God. 

Moses knew better. The sin was 
dealt with in drastic fashion, When 
one deals with a wild ravenous 
beast, there is one remedy—‘'shoot 
to kill." Not only were the leaders 
of the wickedness slain, but the 
ground gold of the calf image was 
put into water, which all Israel 
drank, Thus were they all marked 
as sharing the guilt of this idolatry. 

There is a lesson here for us. 
America is far from God. We need 
to seek His face in repentance. But 
let us remember that we (that is, 
Christian men and women) are a 
part of America. It is our guilt, 
and we ought to be on our faces be- 
fore God, pleading for God's mercy 
upon our land. 

Moses was now ready to seek 
the Lord's mercy for his wayward 
people, He is the intercessor, the 
intermediary. God had a man who 
had compassion and love in his 
heart, and the Lord heard him. 
Loving-kindness and tender mercy 
flowed forth in place of flaming 
anger, 

Note that God has not changed. 
He is the unchangeable One. His 
wrath is still hot against man’s sin, 
but man has repented, and moved 
out of God's wrath into His love and 
grace, That too is always being 
shown to His obedient children. 

Ill. God’s Covenant Renewed 
(Exod, 34:27, 28). 

Moses had broken the first tablets 
of commandments. The people had 
sinned and were not then ready to 
listen to any word from Jehovah, 
But now they were prepared to re- 
ceive it, and God renewed the cov- 
enant as He again gave Moses the 
law. 

There is no need for despair in the 
heart of the one who deals with God. 
The missed opportunity for obedi- 
ence and blessing may be gone for- 
ever, but God is still on the giving 
hand ready to meet the returning 
prodigal, ready to give beauty for 
ashes (Isa. 61:3) and to restore the 
years that the locust has destroyed 
(Joel 2:25). Amazing grace! 

In the keeping of these command- 
ments, Israel was assured of the 
blessing of God. As we pointed out 
last week, the real fulfillment of the 
law came in Jesus Christ, who did 
not set aside its requirements, but 
met them all, for all who believe in 
His name,

Australia, July 2f, 1943 
Dear Folks: 
I guess you will be sur- 


prised to get this but here 


it comes. Il hope this will 
find all well. 
1 am fine, 

I received two 
from Erma today and 
last night. Mail from home 
is a soldier’s delight 
here, but it makes me blue. 
It takes a letter 11 or 12 
days to come from there, 
and some of them get de- 
layed and are over a month 
coming. 

Well, I guess you would 
like for me to tell you about 
this country, but I cannot 
tell you so much for I have 
not been anywhere much, I 
work seven days a week and 
at night I am ready to go 
to bed. The most trouble 
we had to start with over 
here was learning this mon- 
cy, but we have just about 
conquered it now. I sent 
some of the coins to Harold 
so you can see them. They 
have paper money in half 
pound notes, pound notes, 
five pound, ten pound, and 
so on. The half pound notes 
ure equal to one dollar and 
sixty cents in American 
money, and one dollar and 
iwenty cents in Australia. 
The one pound . notes are 
cqual to three dollars and 
twenty-two cents in Ameri- 
can money and the five 
pound notes are equal to 
seventeen dollars in Ameri- 
Gan money. 

We had a fine trip com- 
ing over, didn’t have any 
trouble at all. I got sea- 
sick the first night out and 
was sure sick for three days 
and nights, and got o. k., 
then came down with fiu, 
and was in the hospital five 
days; otherwise the trip was 
ine, When you ride the 
waves for 30 days or more 
you are plenty. ready to set 
foot on land again. 

We are doing practically 
the same kind of work here 
that we did in the States, 
but I will be glad when the 
time comes that I can re- 
turn to the States. I miss 
Krma and Harold lots, but 
we have a job over here 
that must be done to secure | 
the safety of our loved ones 
and our country. We will 
just pray it will not take so 
long. 

Australia is about the size 
of the United States and 
grazing is one of the main 
industries. The sheep pop- 
ulation is 120,000,000. This 
is where your finest wool 
comes from. They also have 
a large number of cattle. I 
estimate this country is about 
25 years behind our States; 
in development. 

The steering wheel is on 
the right side of the cars 
here and you drive on the 
left instead of the right as 


faa) 


you do at home. Cigarets 
are rationed here. You get 


three cartons a month; ra- 
zor blades are also rationed. 
If you want to send me any- 
thing, let it be razor blades 
or Camel cigarets. I can use 
them. 

I would like very much 
for you to do all you can to 
make Erma and Harold en- 
joy themselves and not wor- 
ry about me. You know 
they say worry will turn the 
hair gray. 

If you go down town here 
looking for a street car you 
would be out of luck. Yes, 
they have thent but they are 
called trams instead of 
street cars. The slang talk 
bere is quite different from 
back home. It is rather 
hard for us to get used to. 

I enjoy reading the Elba 
Clipper, especially the let- 
ters from other boys in ser- 
vice from Coffee County. It 
is like getting a letter from 
home. 

How are all the folks? 
Fine, I hope. Tell all hello
